Mount of Transhguration, and of his 
explanation of the reason why the 
disciples left behind were not able 
to cast out the demon. His explana- 
tion of* their failure was simple It 
\vas because of their little faith. 
'He said in part: 
"Everywhere faith 


is the force 
that 
achieves. 
The 


sense of duty may lend 
a 
certain 


amount of energy; and the desire for 
favor, political or otherwise, may 
quicken effort for a time. 
But let 


ajnan go forth to a task with faith, 
with confidence in God and in his 
cause burning in his soul, and his 
enthusiasm will get into his words, 
and his deeds will glow, as a flaming 
fire. As we glance over the past five 
years, we readily see that faith is 
the secret of- all our progress, and 
the lack of it, of all our failures. 
To me, these five years have been 
very 
pleasant 
and 
profitable. 
I 


stood before you five years ago to- 
day with much fear and trembling 
After my arrival, the work looked 
even harder than I had anticipated. 
I was really afraid to go forward, 
but felt that I did not dare to turn 
back. 
There was no accurate mem- 


bership roll (which was really, no 
one's fault, but the result of natur- 
al conditions), and when I wanted to 
do calling I had to depend largely 
upon Mr. and Mrs. Marriott, with 
whom we were staying temporarily, 
to~ tell us where people lived. Mrs. 
Marriott was great at describing the 
kind of houses people lived in. 
So 


that I always started out with vis- 
ions of cement porches, green win- 
dow shutters, hedge and iron fences, 
and vacant lots, floating before my 
eyes. 
It really frightened me to 


think of so many members hidden 
away somewhere; and I hunted for 
them almost with as much vigor as 
if trying to unearth people who had 
been buried alive. 
But my discov- 


eries 
were 
always 
delightful. 


Everywhere the people welcomed me 
into their homes and implored me 
to come again. 
It is utterly impos- 


sible to reduce to figures the activ- 
ities of a busy pastorate during a 
period of five years. 
But just this 


brief summary may be of some in 
terest. During the period just men- 
tioned, I made 5496 actual pastoral 
visits (not counting the stops where 
calling cards were left, but no one 
was found at home); preached 461 
sermons in Newark alone; officiated 
at 176 funerals and 201 weddings; 
and received 722 people 
into 
the 


membership of the church. 
As I 


look back over those five years I see 
many pronounced failures and some 
successes. 
Perhpas 
our greatest 


failure has been our lack of initia- 
tive, which, being otherwise inter- 
rupted, means our little faith. We 
have not always been prepared to 
take advantage of the opportunities 
for service and advancement which 
crowded upon us. We have hither- 
to lacked in 
trained 
leaders, but 


they are gradually and surely being 
developed. 
It was a fine exhibition 


of faith that led us into that debt- 
paying campaign a year 
ago last 


summer. When I first began to agi- 
tate the matter of ridding ourselves 
of the nearly $7000 of debt, the al- 
most invariably reply was: 'We can't 
do it.,' We had to resort to a penny- 
a-day scheme the first year to show 
the folks that we really could do 
something. 
When we began to talk 


about raising the entire balance of 
the debt—about ?4SOO—in one day. 
some shook their heads and looked 
as if 
they thought 'f-o-o-l-s.' even 


though they didn't say it. But some 
dared to believe it could be done, 
and gradually the contagion of be- 
lief spread. 
It required 
faith 
to 


make the plans and carry them for- 
ward, and by faith it tvas accom- 
plished. 
Faith was necessary also 


to begin at once the task of repair- 
ing and decorating the church at a 
cost of $1200, after the raising of 
nearly $5000. besides current ex- 
penses, in three months. 
FaiJh was 


needed, too, to bring the churches 
of the country into a union of co- 
operation, and 
launch a 
weekly 


paper. Above everything else, in my 
humble 
judgment, 
the 
greatest 


achievement of the church the pass 
live jears, has 
been 
the 
faithful 


preaching and practicising of the 
simple goKpel of the Nazarene, so 
that hundreds of lives have 
been 


lifted up and 
brought 
into 
the 


kingdom, largely by your consecra- 
tion 
and tireless zeal.

«n eggs, add enough flour and boiled 
rice in equal parts to make a thin bat- 
ter; add a half teaspoonful of salt and 
a heaping teaspoonful of baking now-, 
der. Sour milk can be used, in which 
case omit the baking powder and add 
a teaspoonful of soda. The baking 
powder or soda should.not be put In 
until just before beginning to bak'e 
the cakes.

all silver articles. An old piece of vel- 
vet will prove wonderful for polish- 
ing silver, and a broken clothespin is 
a handy contrivance.

The Silkworm's Work. 


If every particle- of the natural silk 


In the world, estimated at 110.000,000 
pounds, were extended in one thread, 
such as is turned out by a loom, it 
would make a line that would traverse 
the entire earth at the equator 14.000,- 
000 times, or 344 times the distance 
between the fcarth and the sun. The 
speed of light is 1SG.OOO miles per sec- 
ond. But even at this degree of swift- 
ness in traveling a ray of light would 
take about two days to travel a dis- 
tance equal to the length of this 
thread.

explained to the Senate Philippine 
committee yesterday 
by Secretary 


Garrison. 


In a long prepared statement, he 


declared the measure had been im- 
properly termed the "Philippine In- 
dependence bill," and that it 
was 


merely a step with proper safeguards 
towards sell-government and exactly 
in line with promises held out to the 
Filipinos for years by the 
United 


States. 


The preamble, which would 
de- 


clare the intention of 
the 
United 
States to ultimately grant complete 
independence to the Islands, Secre- 
tary Garrison said was but a repeti- 
tion of pledges already made over 
and over again. 


"What the next <=K>n should be," 


he said, "when '» should be taken, 
what conditions would properly sur- 
round the grant of absolute inde- 
pendence, and other 
like 
specula- 


tions, it seems to me are idle ana 
their consideration at this time would 
only be confusing." 


In view of "the recent exaggerates 


accounts of petty disturbances in the 
Islands," the Secretary said it was 
particularly interesting to note that 
Former President Taft, when Gover- 
nor-General of the Islands had said 
that as a result of the attitude of 
the American 
press and 
of 
the 


American merchant in his hostility to 
the Filipine, "every small Ladrone 
fight, every discomfort the constabu- 
lary suffered, was exaggerated and 
made the basis for inference that 
conditions -•- the islands were retro- 
grading rather than improving.'' 
"What the UnHed States should 


do concerning the Philippines," said 
Mr. Garrison in opening his state- 
ment, "can only be determined prop- 
erly by keeping two things constant- 
ly in mind: One, the duty 
of the 


United States to itself; and the oth- 
er, its duty in view of the pledges 
and assurances it has made to he 
Filipino people. 
"The United States has assumed* 


responsibilities with respect to the 
Philippines, which, in the 
highest 


spirit of self respect, it must dis- 
charge rightfully at whatever cost. 
It is useless waste of time to discuss 
whether we should have 
acquired 


the Philippine Islands, or 
whether 


having acquired themr -we 
should 


have set out upon the course of im- 
proving the material prosperity of 
their people, educating them, intro- 
ducing means of communication and 
transportation and building up com- 
merce, internal and external, as we 
have done. It is equally profitless 
to discuss whether those who spoke 
on behalf of the United States should 
have made the repeated statements 
concerning our attitude with respect 
to the Filipino people, which state- 
ments are in their nature assurances 
or pledges concerning our intentions. 
We have done these things and must 
abide by them. We have no right, 
now to measure our duty or our ob- 
ligations by what would have been 
our rights had we not pursued the 
course we did pursue. 


"We deliberately chose to assume 


an enormous responsibility, with a 
self-abnegation unparalleled, so far 
as I know, save in the 
somewhat 


similar case of Cuba. It was finely 
conceived, and it behooves the nation 
to see that it is finely carried out. 
Iffnoran.ee and preiudice increase the 
difficulty, and 
attempts 
to 
reap 


partisan advantages add to it. 


"Our 
citizens know so pitiably lit- 


tle about this great problem. They 
do not realize, save in a very vague 
•way. how the honor of the nation — 
vhich is collectively their honor, a 
thing which individuality 
hold 
so 


dear — is vitally involved in a proper 
consideration and treatment of this 
matter. Tf they did so it would re- 
quire great effrontery to attempt to 
divert them from its proper settle- 
ment by paltry lies and shameful 
misrepresentations . 
That such do 


now affect the public mind is due en- 
tirely to lack of knowledge jon the 
part of the public. 
\ 


Mr. Taft he quoted as saying in aj 


message in 1SI2: "\Te should en- 
deavor to secure for the 
Filipinos 


economic independence and to fit 
them for complete self-government, 
with the power to decide eventually, 
according to their own largest good. 
•whether such self-government should 
be accompanied by independence." 
In 1912. 
Mr. Garrison 
added, 


President Taf} described the oromisc 
in the Democratic platform to re^o^- 
naze the independence of tine Philip- 
pine Islands "as soon as a stable 
.Government can ibe established." as 
"an affirmation of a policy slightly 
djfferins; from that repeatedly an- 
nounced by Ktois and preceding Re- 
publican administrations."

guard, an armed watchman 
and a 


shop foreman. The escaped men are 
'Al Burton and Silver Atkins, serv- 
ing long sentences for second degree 
murder and H. L. Hamilton and E. 
'B. Hanley, serving nine and eight 
years, respectively, tor forgery and 
robbery. 


Information gathered by prison of- 


ficials led them to believe the men 
arc making their way to Newport 
News, in an effort to board a cattle 
ship for Europe. 


The escape was discovered 'by Wil- 


liam Bailey, a trusty, who found the 
three helpless prison 
employes ly- 


ing side 'by side on the floor of the 
factory workshop. 


According to the story told 
by 


the guard, the four men caught him 
unawares 
and 
overpowered 
and 


bound him. 
Appropriating his two 


revolvers, they waited for the night 
watchman to make his round. 
A 


pistol pointed at the latter's heart 
caused a prompt surrender. He was 
placed beside the guard. 


The capture of the unarmed shop- 


foreman, who returned to the shop 
at this moment was effected 
with 


ease, and the three 
helpless 
men 


then were forced to watch as 
the 


prisoners prepared to depart. 


The prison garments quickly gave 


way to shirts and overalls. A rope 
was made from the cloth with which 
the convicts had been working. This 
was fastened to a 
stanchion 
and 


dropped through a window to the 
ground, fifty feet below. 


Then, after making the three cap- 


tives comfortable by placing impro- 
vised pillows under their heads, the 
convicts rifled their pockets and re- 
quisitioned their hats. 


Hamilton, known as "the boy 


forger'' stooped 
and 
kissed 
the 


guard. 


"iBye, 'bye, old sport, good luck," 


he said. 


The four then slipped through the 


window and made their way hand 
over hand to the ground.

>argo on the exportation of rubber 
torn the British colonies inbotar as 
hat embargo applies to the United 
States. 


In an effort to attain this end B. 


J. Work of the Goodrich Rubber 
ompany, lett for England Wednes- 


day, 
to center with representatives 


of 
the 
British 
government. Mr. 


Work was designated as the official 
representative of the Rubber Club 
>f America and the Rubber Trade 
Association of New York. 


The importance attached to the 


negotiations to be conducted by Mr. 
Work was explained yesterday by 
Howard E. Raymond, vice president 
of the Goodrich Rubber company. 


"The finer grades of rubber," he 


>aid, "come either from Brazil or 
he Island ot Ceylon and the Malay 
States. 
Ceylon or the Malay States 


are British colonies, and therefore 
he embargo of the British govern- 
ment places a ban on the exporta- 
ion of the rubber of those two col- 
mies to the United States. 
This 


eaves us with only Brazil to sup- 
ly us with the finer grades of rub- 
ier, and the supply from that couii- 
ry is wholly inadequate for Arner- 
can consumption. 


"The 
ostensible object 
of 
the 


Jritish government in placing the 
imbargo on the exportation of rub- 
jer is to keep that product from get- 
ing into the hands of Germany and 
Austria. 
But it 
hits 
the United 


States as badly as either of these 
ountries. We are trying to arrange 
t so that Ceylon and the Malay 
tates can export their 
rubber 
to 


his country in order to supply the 
egitiinate needs of this country. As 
et we have been unsuccessful, but 
we hope the

olved in a satisfactory manner."

In spite of all thrt has been said and 


vritten in tbe interest of economy 
tl-e cost of conducting the state gov- 
ernme-it has steadily grown, and in 
the general revenue fund alone the 
increase for the last fiscal year hay 
i cached the unprecedented sum oi 
£".914.113.79—more than the 
entire 


expenditure from this fund in 1SOO. 
The increase from that year to 1900 
was SI,237.137 11 or 40 per cent, and 
noin 1POO to 1910 it was $3.861,361.64 
or 70 per <ent: -while the increase in 
the last four years lias been §6.410,- 
27o.06. or almost double the amount 
oi increase for the entire preceding 
period of ten years. 


These statistics have reference only 


to the general revenue fund of the 
state. The figures showing the amount 
of taxes collected for all state pur- 
poses illustrate in more striking con- 
fast the increase of burdens imposed 
vpon our people. Following are the 
taxes collected from all sources for 
tie support of the state in the yearj 
indicated:

This shows an increase of §8,977,- 


416.23 in the last four years in con- 
trast with an increase of §3.535.305.05 
for the preceding ten years. I com- 
mend to your consideration these fig- 
uies and the inevitable results that 
they portend. Our pledges to the peo- 
ple of retrenchment in the conduct of 
state affairs must be kept. The alarm- 
ing increase in annual expenditures 
must be checked. 


Annual expenditures and revenue 


arising from taxation have increased 
alarmingly, while tae condition of the 
state treasury has not improved. It 
is a little difficult to find a fair basis 
of comparison. The cash balance on 
the loth day of November of each 
year does not accurately represent 
tbe financial condition of the state. 
This balance may within certain lim- 
its be increased at will by •withhold- 
ing authorized expenditures until aft- 
er the loth of November. A more sat- 
isfactory basis of comparison is found 
in tie difference between this cash 
balance 
and authorized appropria- 


tions. 


Using this as a basis we find that 


in 1907 there was an actual cash bal- 
ance in the state treasury above all 
outstanding appropriations from the 
general revenue fund amounting to 
$747.417.83. 
In 
1908 this 
balance 


amounted to -5232,036.38. Conditions 
are now reversed. "In 1913 outstand- 
ing appropriations exceeded the cash 
balance in the general revenue fund 
tc the amount of 33,410,716.86. In 
1914 
the 
excess of appropriations 


ever the cash balance amounted to 
$2.03S.75i.o~. 
Deducting "lapsed" ap- 


propriations amounting to 5884,000.26 
there is still a shortage of §1,154,- 
731.71. 


This shows that the pouring of 


larger 
sums 
of 
money 
into 
the 


state treasury does not swell the 
r.et amount that remains to tne 
credit of the state. With t"ie levy-- 
ing of larger tribute upon the peo- 
ple, the amount of money in the 
tieasury over outstanding appropria- 
tions has diminished until it lias 
fallen below the vanishing point. On 
Nov. ]5. 1914, according to the roost 
favorable showing, the cash on hand 
was less than outstanding appropria- 
tions that must be paid by §1,154,- 
77,1.71. 


It is costing too much to run the 


government of the state of Ohio. In 
recent years a vast number of addi- 
tional offices have been created and 
in many instances tne salaries of offi- 
cers have

creased.

It i« to be regretted that the debt 


(xm'ractir.!; powers of the minor po- 
litical huilulh isions of the statu' have 
not been more carefully guarded by 
legislative and constitutional limita- 
tions. 
The experience of state gov- 


ernment as distinguished from t.'ie 
experience of its political subdivisions 
is an unanswerable argument in favor 
o!' such limitation. According to the 
ir.ost recent report of the auditor of 
state the total debt of cities, villages, 
counties, townships and school dis- 
tricts in Ohio in 1S80 amounted to 
? 11.297.000: in ten years this had in- 
creased to StJ2.ii92.000 and in 1900 it 
had reached the startling sura of S9G,- 
193,000. It was hoped that the imxi- 
mum of indebtedness had been reach- 
ed at that time, but to the consterna- 
tion of the tnends of economy the 
debts mounted up to $187.574.000 in 
1910: 
and then, as if to put on tbe 


can shraf of amazing extravagance 
and profligate waste, these debts wcro 
increased in only four years 
from 


S1S7.574.000 in 1910 to $293,099.019 in 
1914. 


Whi'e it is conceded that the great- 


er needs of an increasing population 
furnish reasonable excuse for a por- 
tion of this vast debt, yet it is sub- 
mitted that if the burdens of debt are 
to continue to pile np in the future 
as they have in the immediate past 
certain financial calamity awaits us. 
These debts are not only a problem, 
they are an ever increasing menace. 
A rigid limitation should be fixed by 
law not only upon the amounts of 
bonds public officials may issue for 
public purposes, but also upon the 
number of dollars they may collect by 
taxation. 
New services and public 


improvements calling for bond issues 
vhich compel the assessment of more 
dollars in taxes should be authorized 
only by vote of a proper portion or 
tbe people in the political subdivision 
affected. 
Unforeseen emergencies re- 


quiring' immediate and unusual ex- 
penditures should of course be pro- 
vided for. Aside from such infrequent 
cc-ntingen-cies there should be a posi- 
tive limit to bond issues, and to the 
number of dollars that can be levied 
as taxes by officials, which shall not 
be exceeded except by vote of the 
people. 


Specific Appropriations. 


In the formulation of the appropria- 


tion bills your attention is respectful- 
ly invited to Section 22 of Article 2 
of the constitution, which is as fo1- 
IOTTS: "No money shall be drawn from 
the treasury except in pursuance of & 
specific appropriation made by law; 
and no appropriation shall be mads 
for a longer period tnan two years." 
The purpose of this wise provision 
was to keep the control of the public 
moneys directly in the hands of the 
representatives of the people by pre- 
venting expenditures by executive or 
administrative officers in any manner 
except as definitely provided by law. 
There is no surer way of encourag- 
ing extravagant expenditures of the 
public funds than to provide "lump 
sum"' appropriations- from 
which 


heads of bureaus 
and 
departments 


may make disbursements without spe-l 
cific authority of law. Under such tin- 
business-like methods there are rare- 
ly any unexpended balances, ways be- 
ing found to spend the money where' 
there is no legislative restriction to' 
prevent. 
Lump sum appropriations 


ere indefensible from every viewpoint; 
they are unbusiness-like: they pro- 
mote extravagance; they furnish con- 
venient means for autocratic central, 
ization of power and political machine 
fluilding at public expense; they are 
contrary to American precedent and 
tradition from the clays.of Thomas 
Jefferson down to the present hour, j 
and taey are in plain violation of the 
letter and spirit of tbe constitution. 


The practice of allowing salaries to 


be fixed by heads of departments, or 
by the governor, or by heads of de-j 
I-artments "with the approval of the 
j-overnor." should be immediately dis- 
continued. 
Salaries should be defi- 


nitely fixed by law; no governor or 
head of department should have the 
dangerous power of political coercion 
involved in the arbitrary authority to 
fix salaries. 


I earnestly recommend tliat all ap- 


propriation bills be specific in terms 
sr.d so drav.-n as to be intelligible and i 
clear without the use of mysterious 
st called keys or other theoretical re- 
finements. 
T?y no single art ran the 


general assembly do more to secur" 
economy and abolish sinecures based 
on political favoritism than by elimin- 
ating "lumpsuns"apj»roj>riations ami! 
framinr: its appropriation bills so that 
tlj^ir torms are clear, specific and im- 
mistahf able.

Singularly enough the Ameri- 
can Revolution itself grew out of thli 
very matter. The then king of Eng- 
land insisted not only that his gov- 
ernment t-houkl levy the tuxes, but 
ah-o thi't 1m should appoint the olll 
v.als who were to assess (lie property 
for luxation. He iusiotcd that his ap- 
I'oiiited tax-gatherers would be more 
ellU-iont lhaii those choucu 
by tiie 


pi-oplv; he urged that it was madvis- 
uble to have the taxing ollicials re- 
sponsible to the people, but that they 
should be lesiionsible to him alone. 
Kut the people did not tiiUs kindly 
to this argument and the American 
Ke\ql'!tion was tho result. T.ius born 
cut ol a taxation conUo\ersy. the 
1'niled Slates has ajwajs upheld the 
doctrine that taxation is a question 
whk-h should be kept under (be imme- 
diate coiitvol of the people. Experi- 
ence as •ttei! as instinct teaches the 
people ot Ohio that there is no more 
certain way of building up autocratic, 
centralized power taan by surrender- 
ing control of taxation matters. These 
involve not only 
the 
method and 


amount of taxation, but also the valu- 
ation of property, which is the basis 
ot all taxation. 'Our present system 
provides that those 
who levy 
the 


taxes and make the charges which are 
tc be met by taxation shall be elected 
by tiie people, but that those who fix 
the value of property for taxation 
shall be appointed by some central 
authority remote froin the 
peop'e. 


The agency which fixes values for tax- 
ation is as important as the agency 
which fixes rates; the power of the 
people is rone if either agency is en- 
tirely beyond their control: appoint- 
ment of taxing officials is the emblem 
of authority first seized by those am- 
bitious for strongly centralized gov- 
ernment. 
Upon what theory of gov- 


ernment 
consistent 
with American 


ideals can it be maintained that some 
central authority here in the state 
capitol can appoint better taxing offi- 
cials for the counties and townships 
than the people themselves can elect? 
Why should the state be divided into 
alleged '"taxing districts" unless it 
be to evade a clear requirement of 
the constitution providing that county 
officials shall be elected? The inevit- 
able tendency of a system of taxation 
wherein the officials are appointed by- 
some central authority is to make pos- 
sible and probable the construction of 
a vast political machine destructive 
to tne right of self-government. No 
such tremendous 
power 
should ue 


trusted in the hands of any governor 
or other single official or in any agen- 
cy subject to his control. 


The AVarnes law, so far as it pro- 


vides for appointment of deputy tax 
commissioners or district assessors, 
boards of complaint and local or dep- 
uty tax assessors should be immedi- 
ately repealed or radically amended. 
Rule by officials mustfgive way in this 
instance to rule by-^he people. If 
there was one issue Sbove all others 
fully and emphatically"- decided by the 
voters at the recent -election it was 
that tiie tax assessors should be se- 
lected by the people instead of being 
appointed by a central executive pow- 
er. 
The people demand that their 


right to local self-government be re- 
stored in this regard. 
It is recom- 


mended that this demand be complied 
with as one of the primary duties of 
tbe Eighty-first general assembly. 
j 


Without going into a review of the 


problem of taxation it is pertinent 
to draw attention to the fact tnat Ohio 
is the only state in the "Union in which 
the local tax assessors are appointed 
by a central authority. "Until recently 
the people had directly elected their i 
tax assessors. It is recommended 
that 
this 
right 
be 
restored 
to 


them. 
The 
one argument 
urged 


in favor of the new system against 
the oJd one is that of alleged greater 
efficiency. 
The claim is 
certainly 


open to dispute. Efficiency can be ob- 
tained without such arbitrary central- 
ization; but even admitting the claim 
tfm^orarily for argrment's sake, the 
pies is insufficient. It is not only con- 
trary to treasured liistoric precedent 
and to the democratic traditions of 
our race, but the present system is 
in lio'ation of the 5; irit and the very

ns to provide that each county should 
be a "licensing district?" Why was 
the date of issue of licenses so ilxed 
as to be in convenient proximity to 
election day? These questions we cai 
not answer; we can not know of the 
motives of others: we may not pene 
Irate the portals of conscience. Lo 
us judge not that we be not judged 
U'e can only know of tendencies am' 
results: and against evil tendencies 
and results it is your duty as legisla 
tors to guard. It was clearly the in 
tent of the constitutional conventioi 
in framing Section 9, Article 15, of 
the constitution, to prevent the grant 
ing or liquor licenses directly by the 
governor of the state or indirectly 
ti rough boards, commissions or other 
agencies appointed by him. A read 
ins of the constitutional amendment 
and the debates in the convention at- 
tendant upon its passage leads inevit- 
ably to the conclusion that the pres- 
ent license law does not conform to 
the will of ttie people as expressed in 
their ratification of the constitutional 
amendment. It was the evident pur- 
pose of the constitutional convention 
which framed the amendment and ot 
tr>e people who ratified it, that the 
issuing of liquor licenses should be in 
the hands of some local authority and 
that the regulation of the liquor traltic 
should be removed as far as possible 
from partisan influence. 


A system which permits and en- 


courages an Intimate political rela- 
tionship between the state house zind 
the liquor interests of the state is un- 
wise from every viewpoint. So Ion, 
as the liquor traffic exists in Ohio it 
should be as far removed from polit- 
ical manipulation as possible; at any 
rate all possible political connection 
between the state house and the sa- 
loons should be severed. 


In formulating amendments of the 


liquor license law, or in drafting a 
new measure if the present law shall 
be 
repealed, 
constant 
reference 


should be had to two guiding princi- 
ples which it is believed should be ad- 
hered to in ail legislation relating to 
the issue of liquor licenses. 


First — The 
licensing 
authority 


should be decentralized by taking from 
the governor's appointed agents the 
power to issue licenses. 


Second — Careful provision must be 


made to secure vigilant and uniform 
enforcement in every section of the 
state of all the laws for the regulation 
of the liquor traffic. Violation of these 
laws would breed anarchy and con- 
tempt for all law; it must not and 
will not be tolerated. 


The state liquor licensing 
board 


stould be abolished and legislation 
enacted to provide for the appoint- 
ment. by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, of a state liquor 
traffic inspector, who in turn may ap- 
point not to exceed ten deputy inspec- 
tors, all at moderate salaries to be 
fixed by law. The chief inspector and 
the deputies should be removable by 
the governor for nonperformance of 
duty. 
There are at present three 


members of the state liquor licensing 
board each drawing an annual salary 
of ?5,000 and 28 inspectors with sal- 
aries ranging from ?1,300 to 51,800 per 
annum. The salary of the state liquor 
traffic inspector should be less than 
one-ialf what is now paid one of the 
three state liquor license commission- 
ers, and inasmuch as the force of in- 
spectors would be only about one- 
third the present number it is evident 
that in this item alone there will be 
a considerable saving to the state and 
at the same time ample provision will 
be made for the rigid enforcement of 
the laws regulating the liquor traffic. 


The disbursements by the state li- 


quor licensing board from Nov. 15, 
1913, to Nov. 15, 1314, were approxi- 
mately $288.000; i. e., it is costing 
about $24.000 per month or nearly 
11.000 per day to administer the pres- 
ent license system. 
Probably more 


than one-half of this amount consists 
of salaries and expenses of the coun- 
ty liquor licensing boards in the sev- 
eral counties. 
The office of county 


licensing 
commissioner 
should 
be 


abolished and the power to issue li- 
censes be vested in some appropriate 
local authority consisting of an official 
or officia's already elected and their 
salaries already fixed by law. Some 
lave suggested the courts or an offi- 
cial appointed by them as the proper 
authority to have charge of the issue 
of licenses: others have suggested the 
impaneling of a jury to pass upon the 
applicants for licenses under the juris- 
diction of the court: and still others 
have urged that a board consisting of 
certain designated county officers al-: 
ready elected and paid should Save 


the nun}ttir~of;comml«8lons appointed 
liy tho governor. 
No doubt much of j 


of those commissions; othera huvo ac-j 
compllshed 
little 
or 
nothing 
and 


should be abolished In response to ah 
unmistakable public demand for their 
eliminaton and for a positive check 
on the further extension of executive 
authority by tho creation of addition- 
al expensive commissions of doubtful 
value; some of these dealing with 
subject matter of great importance 
find possessing potentialities of great 
good to our people should be reorgan- 
ized so us to promote economy, se- 
cure a higher degree of efficiency and 
bring their control and management 
closer to the people. 


Department of Agriculture. 


The Eightieth general assembly pro- 


vided for the establishment of an agri- 
cultural commission consisting of four 
members, with annual salaries of 
55,000 each. It is believed that much 
money can be saved without any im- 
pairment of efficiency in this depart- 
ment by a legislative reorganization. 
I suggest that there be created a bi- 
partisan state board of agriculture, to 
consist of nine members, who are to 
serve without compensation, and to 
be elected by the agricultural inter- 
ests of the state, if a practical and 
legal method of doing this can be 
found, or if not, to be appointed foi 
appropriate terms by the executive 
or other proper authority. This board 
should have general charge of the ad- 
ministrative affairs coming within the 
scope of this department and should 
have authority to select a secretary 
of agriculture, who should be the ac- 
tive head of 
the department 
and 


should have power to appoint the 
chiefs of bureaus therein. In this, as 
ir all other cases, salaries should be 
definitely fixed by law. The farmers 
institutes could properly be carried 
on in connection with the agricultural 
extension work of the Ohio State uni- 
versity. The management of the Ohio 
Experiment Station at Wooster should 
be in the hands of a board of control 
to be appointed by the executive and 
to serve without pay. 
In providing 


for these various appointments the 
principal should be constantly borne 
in mind that actual practical farmers 
should be appointed to all positions 
having to deal especially with the 
agricultural interests of the state. 


Perhaps 
your 
deliberations 
will 


reach a wiser solution than has sug- 
gested itself to me. If so, the people 
will be the gainers and will approve 
your labors. 


Elections.

canned fish may be used instead. 


Open jar or,can, tutu the contents 


out on a flat dish and set aside for a 
couple of hours.. This aerates"and re- 
moves the distinctive taste by which 
canned goods are often recognized. 
Make a sauce, putting two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and two tablespoonfuls 
of flour in a saucepan. Heat until 
blended; then add gradually one cup- 
ful of rich mllfe and stir until thick. 


Season with salt and pepper and a 


pinch of mace, cover and cook,for five 
minutes; then add two cupfuls of the 
lobster meat cut fine, one teaspoonful 
of lemon Juice, one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley and the beaten yolks 
of two eggs. Stir until the mixture is 
a little thicker; then spread on a dish 
and set away, until very cold. - 


Shape into small cutlets or, if -pre- 


ferred, into croquettes. If difficult to 
mold dust the hands with a little flour. 
Should much be used it will impair the 
delicacy of the finished dish. Put, the 
whites In a saucer, add a tablespoonful 
of warm water and beat with a fork 
just enough to -break the strmginesa. 
Dip each chop into this, making sure 
that every part is moistened; then roll 
in fine dry crumbs^ 


The orange Sponge calls for one^cup^ 


ful of orange Juice, one-quarter of a 
cupful -of lemon Juice and one-half of 
a package of granulated'gelatin soak- 
ed in one-half of a cupful of cold wa- 
ter. Dissolve one cupful of sugar in 
one-quarter of-a cupful of hot water 
and bring to the boiling point- Add 
the gelatin, stik until dissolved; then 
take from the fire, add the fruit Juice, 
strain and set aside. _When cold and 
beginning to tbi<*en add the whites 
of four eggs-whlpped-to a stiff froth 
and continue to Jt>eat: slowly until the 
whole mass is thick'and frofhyC, Turn 
Into a mold and^set away. It la care- 
fully turned out and garnished with

-After pouring Jopr .cupfnls of scald- 
ed .milk over, pss .and"- one-quarter, 
cupfuls _qf rolled-crackers allow it to 
stand until, cool. AddTjone cupful of 
'molasses, four eggs,, slightly beaten; 
one-half of a grated'nutmeg, one-half 
of a-teaspoonful ofrcinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful of salt andjpne-tbird of a cup- 
ful of melted butteE.^Parboil one and 
one-half cupfuls otj-jaisins until soft 
by cooking in boilin.gywater to cover; 
seed them and add-'to the mixture. 
Turn the batter into a buttered bread 
pan,~cover. set in a larger pan" of hot 
waterlind bake slowly for three hours, 
stirring after 'the first" half hour to 
prevent the raisins '-from settling.

A Famous Old Abbey. 


Melrose abbey is in Roxburghshire, 


Scotland, in a beautiful situation be- 
tween the Eildons and the Tweed. Da- 
vid I. of Scotland founded an abbey at 
Melrose in 1136. It was several times 
torn down and rebuilt. The present 
famous ruins are what is left of the 
abbey built largely by the gift of Kobert 
Bruce In the fourteenth'century.

clams. They are at their best, more- 
over, when oysters are out; of season, 
though they are in season all the year 
round. As a food they are economical- 
ly good not Only because of their high 
nutritive value -rind digestibility, but 
because, unlike the clam, all the meat 
is edible, and, because their shells are 
thin and regular, a barrel of mussels 
contains more edible material than a 
barrel of oysters.

meet next December. 
On the other hand, anti-suffragists 


were out today with, statements on 
the results, asserting that their ex- 
pectations had been fulfilled. 


Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, president of 


the national association opposed to 
woman suffrage, declared that the re- 
sult meant that the suffrage move- 
ment "fostered by hysterical women" 
was on the wane. 
The vote on the resolution came at 


auout 9 o'clock last night after man:- 
hours of earnest and at times bitter 
debate in which the qiiestion of states 
rights figured.
